Mr.  Mayor ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  Sale  during  1954® 

This  report  includes  a  series  of  statistical  tables  showing  the  incidence 
of  births,  deaths  and  infectious  disease  during  the  year,  and  these  show  that 
the  birth  rate  of  14c  3  and  the  death  rate  of  10. 5  compare  favourably  with 
last  year's  figures  of  14» 0  and  10,3  respectively,  although  there  was  a  rise 
in  the  infantile  mortality  rate,  17.5  as  compared  with  14*9  for  1953. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  over  one  third  of  the  female  deaths  occurred 
at  over  75  years  of  age  while  the  male  deaths  were  spread  fairly  evenly  over 
the  age  groups  4-5  upwards.  Once  again  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
men  dying  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  the  average  age  of  death  from  this  cause 
being  62  years® 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  tne  Borough  fell  again  during 
the  year,  240  cases  being  notified  as  against  260  in  1953. 

The  appendix  to  the  report,  giving  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority  Services  provided  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  completes 
the  picture  of  the  health  services  of  the  district.  In  this  connection  I 
would  comment  on  the  further  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  by  general  practitioners,  which  is  very  'welcome,  and  a 
slight  rise  is  noted  in  the  number  of  children  who  have  been  immunised  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Cooke  joined  the  staff  as  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
in  May,  1954.  In  September  the  Council  became  a  Food  aid  Drugs  Authority, 
food  and  drugs  sampling  and  analysis  previously  having  been  undertaken  by 
the  Cheshire  County  Counci  1* 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Norris,  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his 
work  during  the  yea.r,  and  for  compiling  the  section  of  this  report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough,  and  also  to  the  other  officers  of  the 
Counci  la 

Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee ,  and  the  other  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support 
which  they  have  given  so  freely  during  the  year,

Sale  is  a  pleasant  residential  borough,  situated  about  5^  miles  south-west 
of  Manchester,  astride  the  main  road  to  Chester  and  North  Wales.  There  are 
a  few  light  industries  within  the  district,  but  the  majority  of  the  working 
population  is  employed  in  the  neighbouring  industrial  areas  of  Broadheath, 
Traf'ford  Park  and  Partington,  or  in  the  business  houses  of  Manchester. 

During  the  five  years  between  the  incorporation  of  the  Borough  and  the  war 
almost  3,000  good  class  residential  houses  were  built,  about  of  them  for 
private  owners,  and  this  has  served  to  raise  the  average  standard  of  housing 
in  the  area. 


There  is  one  main  and  several  subsidiary  shopping  centres,  and  the  town  is 
still  provided  with  over  50  acres  of  publicly  owned  parks  and  open  spaces  for 
recreational  purposes,  and  two  golf4  courses. 

The  following  details  of  the  publicly  owned  parks,  recreation  grounds  and 
open  spaces  have  been  provided  by  the  Borough  Surveyor.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

628  live  "births  (325  males  and  303  females)  were  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  compared  with  604  during  1953#  Of  this  number  612  were 
legitimate  and  16  illegitimate  (2,6%),  In  addition  there  were  II  still  births 
(6  males  and  5  females)  all  of  which  were  legitimate* 

The  still  birth  rate  at  0,  25  per  thousand  of  the  population,  or  17#  2 
per  thousand  total  births,  compares  with  national  rates  of  0.36  and  24»  0 
respectively.  The  local  live  and  still  birth;  rates  in  Sale  during  1953 
were  14#  0,  0.32  and  22,65  respectively. 


Deaths 

460  Sale  residents  died  during  the  year  of  which  234  were  males  and  226 
femalesa  This  represents  a  death  rate  of  10,  5  per  thousand  of  the  population 
compared  with  an  average  of  11.3  for  England  and  'Vales.  Last  year’s  death 
rate  for  Sale  was  10.  3# 


Tables  II  and  III  classify  the  deaths  according  to  sex  and  cause  and 
sex  and  age  respectively.  As  in  the  past  years  the  majority  of  male  deaths  were 
spread  f airly  evenly  over  the  age  groups  from  45  upwards,  whereas  more  than 
one  third  of  the  female  deaths  occurred  at  over  75  years.  Heart  diseases  have 
again  headed  the  list  of  causes  of  death  both  in  men  and  women,  78  men  and 
79  women  dying  from  such  diseases.  Second  place  in  this  table  has  now  been 
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taken  by  cancer  which  accounted  for  93  deaths  0+7  men  and  1+6  women)*  Table  V 
classifies  the  site  cf  the  original  growth  in  these  cases  and  the  notable 
point  is  that  18  men  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  compared  with  2  women,  in 
other  words  this  disease  accounted  for  one  out  of  every  thirteen  male  deaths 
and  these  occurred  at  an  average  age  of  62  years. 

The  third  most  numerous  cause  of  death  was  intracranial  vascular 
disease  (clot  on  the  brain  and  cerebral  haemorrhage)  which  was  responsible 
for  81  deaths,  while  respiratory  conditions  accounted  for  2+3  deaths. 

Infantile  Mortality 

11  children  (2+  males  and  7  females)  died  before  reaching  their  first 
birthday  as  compared  with  9  last  year.  As  will  be  seen  from  Table  IV , 
all  of  these  died  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  In  no  case  did  the  basic 
cause  of  death  arise  after  the  birth  of  the  child,  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
certain  that  if  infantile  mortality  is  to  be  further  reduced,  research  must 
be  aimed  at  preventing  conditions  which  arise  during  the  ante  natal  period, 
especially  premature  birth,  and  during  the  time  of  birth,  due  either  to  prolonged 
or  over  short  labour. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  17o  3  per  thousand,  which  is  well  below 
the  national  rate  of  25.  5  but  is  not  quite  so  good  as  last  year  when  the 
figure  was  14.  9. 

Maternal  Mortality

SECTION  B 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  was  another  fall  in  the  number  of  notified  infectious  diseases 
as  compared  with  last  year,  total  notifications  being  22+JO  whereas  last 
year  there  were  260, 

A  notable  point  is  the  reduction  in  the  occurrence  of  whooping  cough 
41  cases  being  notified  dui'ing  1954,  46  cases  during  1953,  whereas  there 
were  90  in  1952*  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  immunisation  against  this  disease, 
and  more  particularly  the  effect  of  the  newer  and  more  powerful  vaccines* 


Lieasles 

A  small  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  during  late  Hay  and  early  June  and 
another  more  extensive  outbreak  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year0  These 
accounted  for  many  of  the  106  cases  which  occurred  during  the  year.  This 
compares  with  the  previous  year  when  103  cases  of  measles  were  notified. 

The  case  incidence  was  2.41  per  thousand  compared  with  last  year’s 
2,39  and  3.31  for  England  and  wales. 

Whooping  cough 

The  incidence  of  whooping  cough  was  well  below  that  encountered  in  the 
country  as  a  whole  being  only  0.  93  per  thousand  compared  with  a  national 
figure  of  2,  39.  This  represented  41  cases. 

Immunisation  of  infants  against  whooping  cough  was  continued  during  the 
year,  423  children  being  protected,  most  of  them  during  the  first  year  of  life. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  will  contribute  to  a  reduction  in  the 
incidence  and  severity  of  the  disease  in  the  coning  years. 

Scarlet  fever 

66  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  The  case  incidence  was  1, 50  per  thousand 
compared  ‘with  the  national  incidence  of  0,  97. 

Diphtheria 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year;  in  fact  no  cases 
have  been  notified  since  1950, 

During  the  year  495  children  were  immunised  of  which  130  were  treated 
before  reaching  their  first  birthday,  and  the  number  attending  for  "booster" 
injections  about  the  time  of  their  admission  to  school  is  likewise  very 
satisfactory. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year  in  a  male  aged  27  years. 
The  case  incidence  was  0,02  per  thousand  compared  with  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales  of  0,04. 

Alimentary  Infections 

No  cases  of  enteric  fever  or  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year,  but  14  cases  of  dysentery  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department. 

Tuberculosis 

16  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  20  in  1953.  In  addition  4  cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis 
were  diagnosed.  -  9  -

SECTION  G 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
Local  Health  Authority  Services 

These  are  provided  in  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

19M>,  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  although  there  is  a  degree  of  local 
administrative  control  by  the  Sale  and  Lymm  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

These  services  are  listed,  and  an  account  of  their  working  given,  in  the 
report  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  which  is  printed  as  an  Appendix 
to  this  report. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  established  in  the  grounds  of 
Monsall  Hospital  at  Manchester  carries  out  most  of  the  bacteriological  work 
for  the  Borough,  and  for  general  practitioners  in  the  area.  A  collection 
system  has  been  arranged  whereby  practitioners  in  the  area  can  leave  specimens 
at  the  Health  Department;  collection  is  made  by  the  laboratory  staff  daily. 

This  has  enabled  reports  to  be  made  about  six  hours  earlier  than  would  be 
possible  otherwise.  Positive  reports  are  telephoned  through  from  the  laboratory. 

358  specimens  were  examined  during  the  year  as  follows 

14  throat  swabs  of  which  5  were  positive  for  haemolytic 
streptococci. 

338  faecal  specimens  for  dysentery  and  salmonella  infection, 
of  which  119  were  positive. 

8  sputa  for  tuberculosis,  all  of  which  were  negative. 

Diagnostic  specimens  for  suspected  cases  of  venereal  disease  are  dealt 
with  at  Pithington  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

(a)  General  hospital  services. 

Although  general  hospital  beds  are  available  at  the  Sale  and  Brooklands 
War  Memorial  Hospital,  the  majority  of  cases  are  sent  to  the  Altrincham  General 
Hospital  or  one  of  the  Manchester  hospitals. 

(b)  Infect  ious  diseases. 

Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  because  of  the  severity  of  their 
illness  are  admitted  to  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,  at  the  request  of  the 
general  practitioner.  Where  conditions  prevent  isolation  of  the  patient  at 
home,  arrangements  for  admission  are  made  through  the  Health  Department. 

(c)  Smallpox. 

Smallpox  cases  are  treo.ted  in  the  Ainsworth  Hospital,  Bury,  transport 
being  provided  by  the  Manchester  Ambulance  Service. 

(d)  Maternity  cases. 

There  is  a  16-bed  maternity  ward  at  the  Sale  and  Brooklands  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  Other  maternity  hospitals  are  at  Altrincham,  Bowdon  and  Manchester. 
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(e)  Venereal  diseases.

SANITAKf  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


Climatic  conditions  during  1954 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Sewage  Works  Manager  for  information  collected 
at  the  meteorological  station  at  the  sewage  works  from  which  the  following 
summary  has  been  prepared,, 

The  chief  feature  of  the  year's  weather  was  the  exceptional  rainfall. 
Measurable  rain  fell  on  236  days  and  amounted  in  total  to  46.15  inches  -  a 
record  for  this  area.  October  was  the  wettest  month  with  6.  25  inches  spread 
over  24  days,  August  being  next  with  5.  94  inches  over  a  similar  period. 

There  were  only  1106  hours'  sunshine  recorded  (compared  with  13172  hours 
in  1953)  and  the  tempera.ture  never  rose  above  80  „ 

Hater  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  by  Manchester  Corporation. 

There  are  now  in  the  district  only  four  dwellings  which  rely  on  well  supplies. 

Drainage  and  sewage  disposal 

There  was  no  change  in  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  during 
the  year. 

The  works,  which  can  deal  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  two  and  a  quarter 
million  gallons  per  day,  take  all  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  and  of  the  Brooklands 
area  of  Manchester.  After  sedimentation  and  biological  filtration  the  effluent 
discharges  into  the  River  Mersey. 

Atmospheric  pollution 

In  addition  to  the  gauges  which  have  been  operating  in  the  Borough  for  some 
years,  which  measure  the  monthly  totals  of  soot  falling  to  the  ground  and 
sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air,  the  volumetric  equipment  which  was  installed  in  the 
Town  Hall  in  October  1953  has  been  used  for  taking  daily  recordings  throughout 
the  year.  These  are  the  first  complete  year's  recordings  and  may  be  an  important 
factor  in  assessing  the  trend  of  atmospheric  pollution.  Wind  directions  are 
received  daily  from  Ringway  Airport  and  correlated  with  the  readings  of  the 
equipment. 

Swimming  baths 

There  is  only  one  indoor  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  and  this  is  owned 
by  the  Corporation.  It  has  a  capacity  of  66,000  gallons  and  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  installation  of  a  more  efficient  filtration  and  chlorination 
plant  which  provides  for  purification  of  the  whole  of  the  water  every  2^>  hours 
whilst  swimming  is  in  progress.  A  new  scum  channel  ensures  continual  removal  of 
floating  material  from  the  bath.  There  are  also  six  slipper  baths  available. 

Cemeteries 

There  is  one  cemetery  at  Brooklands  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  occupying 
an  area  of  20  acres.  The  interments  in  1954  numbered  299.  This  cemetery  was 
opened  in  1862  under  the  control  of  a  Burial  Board,  and  it  was  taken  over  by 
the  Sale  Urban  Bistrict  Council  in  1895.  There  are  also  two  other  burial  grounds 
in  the  town,  one  at  St.  Martin's  Church  and  one  at  the  Friends'  Meeting  House  in 
Rark  Road. 
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ifortuary 

The  mortuary  is  situated  between  the  Church  and  Chapel  in  the  cemetery 
and  provides  very  adequate  services  for  the  Borough*  There  is  a  refrigerator 
cabinet  to  hold  six  bodies  and  very  good  facilities  for  post  mortem 
examinations  have  been  provided. 

The  use  of  the  mortuary  for  coroner's  cases  is  controlled  by  the  police, 
but  the  accommodation  for  bodies  pending  burial,  which  can  be  very  necessary 
for  persons  living  in  small  overcrowded  houses,  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Cemetery  Superintendent, 

In  all  the  mortuary  was  used  for  the  reception  of  21  bodies  during  the 
year,  and  15  autopsies  were  carried  out  as  we  11  as  6  other  examinations  of 
bodies. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Mersey  Rivers  Board  deal  with  any  matters  concerning  rivers  pollution 
within  the  Borough,  No  occasion  has  arisen  during  the  year  where  the  Board  has 
had  to  take  action  in  Sale, 

Closet  accommodation 

The  majority  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  have  water  closets  but 
there  is  a  small  number  of  closets  of  the  conservancy  type  at  cottages  and  farms 
in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district.  During  the  year  one  waste  water  closet 
was  converted  to  a  fresh  water  closet. 

Storage  of  petroleum 

Forty-six  licences  are  in  operation  relating  to  premises  used  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirits, 

Hackney  carriages 

Fifteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  relative  to  vehicles  used 
for  the  purpose  of  plying  for  hire  within  the  Borough, 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal 

The  fleet  of  vehicles  used  for  refuse  collection  work  remained  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year,  namely  2  Karrier,  1  Dennis  and  3  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  side 
loaders  together  with  2  Fore  &  Aft  Tippers,  The  2  Fore  &  Aft  Tippers  have  proved  to 
be  extremely  useful  vehicles  particxilarly  on  the  parts  of  the  town  farther  away 
from  the  tip  and  in  districts  where  manoeuvrability  of  the  vehicle  is  a  secondary 
factor,  Y.'ith  this  type  of  vehicle,  loading  is  facilitated,  blowing  about  of 
dust  is  minimised,  and  journeys  to  the  tip  are  less  frequent. 

During  1954  the  position  with  regard  to  recruitment  of  labour  for  refuse 
collection  work  remained  difficult  and  it  was  not  possible  to  maintain  so  frequent 
a  collection  as  one  would  wish.  This  resulted  in  many  complaints  from  householders 
and  in  September  the  Committee  reviewed  the  whole  problem  and,  bearing  in  mind 
the  type  of  labour  which  could  be  obtained  and  the  fact  that  the  term  had  grown 
considerably  over  the  past  few  years,  decided  that  a.t  such  time  as  the  labour 
position  improved  the  number  of  workmen  employed  on  refuse  collection  work  should 
be  increased  so  as  to  provide  for  five  loaders  to  work  with  each  vehicle. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  gave  considerable  thought  to  mechanisation 
at  the  tip  and  decided  on  the  acquisition  of  a  bulldozer.  This  was  delivered 
towards  thej  end  of  the  year.  Prior  to  this,  three  and  sometimes  four  workmen 


have  been  employed  on  the  refuse  tip  layering,  raking  and  covering  the  refuse. 
Recruitment  of  labour  for  this  type  of  work  presented  a  serious  problem  and 
often,  due  to  shortage  of  labour,  conditions  at  the  tip  were  unsatisfactory 
and  a  source  of  anxiety,  Soon  after  the  acquisition  of  the  bulldozer,  an 
improvement  was  effected,,  The  Council  decided  to  acquire  a  scraper  for  the 
removal  and  subsequent  replacement  of  soil  as  soon  as  sufficient  experience 
had  been  gained  with  the  use  of  the  bulldozer. 

There  were  no  serious  infestations  of  vermin  at  the  tip  but  regular 
examinations  were  made  and  treatment  applied  when  signs  of  rats  were  noted. 

In  the  warmer  weather  the  tip  was  treated  periodically  with  insecticides  to 
minimise  insect  troubles.

RAIS  AND  MICE 


During  the  year  3  major  and  70  minor  cases  of  rat  infestation  were 
dealt  with.  I  would  once  again  refer  to  the  relationship  between  defective 
drainage  and  rat  infestations  and  in  the  year  under  review  complaints  of  rat 
infestations  led  to  the  discovery  of  broken  or  defective  drains  in  26 
instances.  In  most  of  these  cases  there  was  no  indication  of  defects  In 
the  drainage  system  until  rats  were  found  to  be  emerging.  A  small  number  of 
rat  infestations  occurred  in  new  houses  which  were  found  to  be  due  to  rats 
gaining  access  to  wall  cavities  and  sub-floor  areas  during  the  time  the 
drains  were  being  installed.  The  importance  of  systematic  and  thorough 
treatment  of  sewers  for  elimination  of  rats  can  be  readily  understood  from 
these  facts.  Treatment  of  the  sewers  is  carried  out  twice  yearly,  usually 
in  the  Spring  and  in  the  Autumn  and  the  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
manholes  baited  and  the  number  found  to  be  being  used  by  rats.

HOUSING 


203  Corporation  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  bringing  the  total 
number  of  dwellings  or, Tied  by  the  Corporation  to  1,741  in  addition  to  a  few 
requisitioned  buildings. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954  cane  into  operation  on  the 
1st  August,  1954  and  in  accordance  with  Section  1  of  the  Act  the  Council 
began  consideration  of  what  was  to  be  their  slun  clearance  progranne  over 
the  next  five  years.  The  Act  also  provided  for  the  increase  of  rents 
of  private  dwelling  houses  by  specified  anounts  where  the  houses  were  in 
good  repair  and  also  where  certain  other  conditions  were  fulfilled. 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  to  tenants  in  17  cases  where  Notices 
had  been  served  by  the  landlords  claiming  increases  in  Rent  under  the  Act. 

In  November,  1954,  the  Council  by  Resolution  declared  three  areas  to 
be  Clearance  Areas,  namely 


Eden  Place,  \7ilson  Street,  Orchard  Place  and  Partington  Place 
Clearance  Area  No.  1  consisting  of  28  houses. 

Green  Lane  Clearance  Area  No.  2  consisting  of  4  houses. 
Harboro'  Roa.d  and  Firs  Road  Clearance  Area  No.  3  consisting 
of  3  houses.

With  'regard  to  the  samples  of  pork  sausages  found  to  be  adulterated,  one 
case  related  to  an  informal  sample  which  was  found  to  be  2j/o  deficient  in 
neat  content.  The  seller  was  subsequently  cautioned.  The  other  two  cases 
related  to  samples  which  contained  undeclared  preservative  as  a  result  of 
which  circulars  were  sent  to  all  sausage  vendors  in  the  Borough  pointing  out 
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the  necessity  of  strict  compliance  with  the  Preservative  Regulations. 

The  informal  sample  of  Yrtiipped  Crean  was  found,  on  analysis  to  contain 
29.  lfo  vegetable  fat,  17.6%  sugar  and  the  remainder  consisting  of  water  and 
emulsifying  agent.  The  article  was  not  pre-packed  and  should  have  been  sold 
under  the  designation  ,rv/hipped  Synthetic  Crean".  The  shop  was  visited  on 
subsequent  occasions  but  the  article  was  being  sold  as  whipped  synthetic 
crean  and,  therefore,  no  further  samples  were  taken.

There  are  £*4  prenises  registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
preserved  food  and  99  prenises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  crean. 

Slaughtering  of  ininals 

In  July,  1954,  neat  supplies  becane  decontrolled  and  slaughtering  in 
private  slaughterhouses  recommenced.  No  slaughtering  had  taken  place  in  Sale 
prior  to  this  since  September,  1939.  Having  regard  to  the  Council's 
responsibility  for  ensuring  the  provision  of  sufficient  slaughtering 
facilities,  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  local  butchers.  It  was  decided  that 
the  existing  slaughterhouse  accommodation  was  likely  to  be  adequate  for  the 
tine  being.  There  were  eight  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  town 
before  the  war  but  only  four  of  these  have  been  used  since  decontrol.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  of  the  County  Health 
Services  provided  during  1954  in  the  Sale  and  Lymn  Division. 

The  most  important  points  in  the  report  to  which  I  would  draw  your 
attention  are  two  new  services  which  hove  "been  instituted  during  the  year. 

These  are  the  distribution  of  welfare  foods  and  the  provision  of  B.  C.  G. 
vaccination  for  school  children  to  increase  their  resistance  to  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  June  the  Ministry  of  Pood  transferred  the  distribution  of 
National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  Tablets  to  Local 
Health  Authorities  at  very  short  notice.  Arrangements  had  to  be  made  to  take 
over  existing  stocks  from  the  Food  Offices  in  the  Division  and  the  complicated 
accounting  methods  used  to  ensure  that  no  abuse  occurred.  The  extra  work 
involved  necessitated  the  employment  of  an  additional  clerical  assistant,  but 
once  the  initial  difficulties  were  overcome  it  was  possible  to  devote  part 
of  her  time  to  other  work  so  that  redeployment  of  the  staff  was  possible 
to  cope  with  the  work  involved  in  B.  C.  G.  vaccination.  Distribution  at 
many  of  the  outlying  centres  is  being  carried  out  by  members  of  the  W.  V.  S. 
to  whom  we  are  very  grateful.  The  magnitude  of  this  work  will  be  realised 
when  it  is  known  that  over  1,350  articles  are  issued  each  week  to  a  total 
value  of  £36  which  has  to  be  accounted  for  in  stamps  attached  to  the  coupons. 

The  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of  school  children  aged  13  years  with 
B.  C.  G.  vaccine  began  in  September  and  involved  a  great  deal  of  clerical 
work  in  obtaining  parents  consent,  notifying  doctors  and  parents  of  the 
results  of  vaccination  and  recording  statistics,  besides  four  or  five 
visits  to  the  school  by  the  Divisional  i-edical  Officer,  and  three  injections 
for  each  child  protected.  However,  now  that  the  routine  has  been  established 
the  whole  scheme  is  working  very  smoothly,  and  the  co-operation  of  both 
head  teachers  and  parents  is  very  good. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  all  my  colleagues  in  the  health  service,  Health 
Visitors,  Home  Nurses  and  Domestic  Helps  as  well  as  to  the  staff  of  the 
Divisional  Office  for  the  assistance  and  advice  they  give  to  all  who  take 
advantage  of  the  services  provided.  I  would  like  to  express  thanks  also 
to  the  Voluntary  Workers  who  give  so  freely  of  their  time  at  the  Welfare  Centres. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  all  the  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  your  advice  and  helpful  co-operation  which  has  been  invaluable 
to  me.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 
(a)  Mothers1  Clinics 

Facilities  for  mothers’  clinics  are  provided  only  at  the 
Chapel  Road  Centre,  Sale,  where  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics 
are  held  three  times  a  month*  These  have  been  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  B.  Jones,  but  she  has  joined  the  full  time  staff  of  the  County 
Health  Department  in  another  part  of  Cheshire,  and  has  been 
replaced  by  Dr,  KacMich&el, 

In  addition  relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  have  been 
held  under  the  direction  of  Mrs  J.  Lomas,  C,  S,  P,  ,  who  unfortunately 
is  removing  from  the  district,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  classes  will 
be  continued  under  another  physiotherapist.  These  classes  a.re  of 
great  value  to  expectant  mothers,  aid  help  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
compli cat ions  arising  during  childbirth  which  may  cause  permanent 
damage  to  the  brain  of  the  child. 

Attendances  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  have  shown  a  considerable 
increase  as  compared  mrith  lad  year.  This  is  in  part  associated  with 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  tendency  for  hospitals  to  accept  mainly 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  or  where  some  need  for  special 
care  is  foreseen,  and  this  should  result  in  a  rise  in  the  proportion 
of  domiciliary  confinements.  It  is  expected  that  Sale  &  Brooklands 
War  Memorial  Hospital  will  soon  become  a  training  centre  for  midwives, 
and,  since  some  of  this  training  must  be  in  domiciliary  midwifery,  it 
can  be  expected  that  there  will  be  a  further  rise  in  such  cases. 

Full  opportunity  is  taken  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  to  practise 
health  education  of  the  expectant  mother  in  the  processes  of  pregnancy 
and  childbirth,  and  the  care  of  young  infants. 

Unfortunately  it  is  still  proving  very  difficult  to  persuade 
mothers  to  attend  after  the  birth  of  their  children  for  post-natal 
examinations  which  are  so  desirable  to  ensure  that  there  has  been  a 
complete  recovery  after  delivery.

(b)  Child  Welfare  Clinics 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  provision  of  child  welfare  centres 
in  the  division  during  the  year,  although  plans  have  been  prepared 
for  a  new  lay  out  for  the  Meadway  Centre  at  Sale,  and  preparations 
made  for  the  opening  of  a  centre  at  Brooks’  Institute,  Ashton-on- 
Mersey,  At  present  three  centres  are  provided  in  Sale,  at  Chapel 
Road,  Norris  Road  and  Raglan  Road,  and  one  in  Lymm  at  Eagle  Brow, 

The  clinics  at  Chapel  Road,  Sale,  have  been  conducted  by 
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Drs  Rowley,  Shelswell  and  Burton  and  that  at  Lynm  by  Dr.  hughes.  The 
Divisional  Iiedical  Officer  was  responsible  for  the  Raglan  Road  clinic 
and  the  Norris  Road  clinic  until  September  when  it  was  taken  over 
by  Dr.  English,  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 


The  medical  officers  at  the  various  clinics  are  most  ably  supported 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  who  see  each  child  and  advise  the  mothers  on  all 
aspects  of  the  upbringing  of  young  children.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  they  do  in  the  centres,  the  success 
of  which  depends  in  so  large  a  measure  on  the  nursing  staff. 


Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  ladies  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  who 
render  such  invaluable  service  at  the  clinics  by  taking  on  the  clerical 
work  and  the  weighing  of  the  infants.  Their  assistance  is  essential  to  the 
running  of  the  clinics,  as  it  releases  the  Health  Visitors  for  their  main 
duty  of  advising  the  mothers,  and  frees  them  from  much  administrative  work. 
These  ladies  also  undertake  the  sale  of  proprietary  welfare  foods  at  the 
Chapel  Road  and  Lymn  clinics.

Distribution  of  Idnistry  of 

Food  'Welfare  Foods 

During  the  year  the  Welfare  Foods  section  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  was 
closed  down  at  conparatively  short  notice  about  the  end  of  June,  and  the 
responsibility  for  the  distribution  of  National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice, 

Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  tablets  pa.ssed  to  Local  Health  Authorities.  In 
Cheshire  the  handling  of  these  items  was  passed  to  Divisional  Committees, 
and  distribution  points  have  been  set  up  at  the  Divisional  Office,  and  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres  at  Norris  Road  and  Raglan  Road  at  Sale,  and  at  Lymn. 

An  additional  point  was  set  up  at  the  Lyim  Urban  District  Council  Offices  to 
replace  the  one  previously  operated  at  the  Ministry  of  Labour  office  in 
Lynn.  The  extra  administrative  work  involved  was  considerable  and  an 
additional  member  was  -added  to  the  Divisional  Office  staff  for  this  work. 
After  the  initial  stages  it  was  found  possible  to  manage  with  half-time 
assistance  for  this  purpose.  The  distribution  points  at  the  ..'elf are  Centres 
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are  staffed  by  members  of  the  Y/.V.S.  ,  and  the  staff  of  Lymm  Urban  District 
Council  deal  with  the  distribution  from  their  offices  on  an  agency  basis. 
The  extent  of  the  demand  for  these  official  Welfare  Foods  is  shown  by  the 
issues  made  in  the  six  months  ending  31st  December,  1954,  viz

(d)  Day  Nursery 

The  only  Day  Nursery  in  the  Division  is  situated  in  Harley  Road,  Sale. 
To  ensure  that  this  is  run  at  the  most  economical  figure  the  number  of 
children  on  the  register  has  been  reduced  so  as  to  have  about  30  children 
in  attendance.  Charges  have  been  graded  from  two  to  four  shillings  per 
day  according  to  the  class  of  priority,  although  the  cost  per  place  is 
much  in  advance  of  this.  There  is  a  waiting  list  for  non-priority 
cases,  but  all  priority  cases  are  granted  immediate  admission,  even 
though  this  does  increase  the  number  on  the  register  over  the  permitted 
maximum.  This  is  possible  because  the  nursery  was  originally  a  50  place 
nursery,  and  there  is,  therefore,  no  problem  of  overcrowding. 

During  the  yean  we  have  been  unfortunate  enough  to  have  two  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease.  In  May  several  children  developed  mumps,  but 
not  sufficient  to  justify  closing  the  nursery.  Towards  the  end  of  June 
an  outbreak  of  dysentery  occurred  and  affected  nearly  all  the  children  and 
some  of  the  staff.  Bacteriological  examinations  disclosed  severa.1 
symptomless  carriers  all  of  whom  were  excluded  until  completely  clear, 
and  no  cases  were  re-admitted  until  they  were  proved  bacteriologically 
to  be  free  from  infection.  The  source  of  infection  was  never  determined, 
but  an  extensive  outbreak  was  in  progress  both  in  the  Borough  and  in 


surrounding  districts.

MIDWIFERY  SERVICES 

The  midwifery  services  in  the  Division  are  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  and  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  is  only  responsible 
for  accommodation  for  midwives,  owned  or  leased  by  the  County  Council,  and  for 
the  care  of  County  owned  cars  provided  for  them.  There  are  two  midwives  in  Sale 
and  one  in  Lymm,  but  the  fact  that  it  is  more  preferable  to  have  a  confinement 
in  hospital,  besides  being  cheaper  for  the  individual,  means  that  there  are 
few  domiciliary  births,  and  as  a  result,  only  a  small  call  on  the  service. 

As  mentioned  in  the  section  on  mothers'  clinics  it  is  likely  that  there 
will  be  some  extension  of  this  service  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  midwifery 
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training  school  is  being  set  up  in  Sale.,

HEALTH  VISITING 

There  are  five  Health  Visitors  in  the  Division,  four  at  Sale  and  one 
at  Lymm,  based  on  the  main  welfare  centres,  and  under  the  direct  control 
of  the  County  Hedical  Officer,  but  cooperating  fully  with  the  Divisional 
staff. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  the  members  of  the  health  services  who  come 
most  closely  in  contact  with  the  public  in  health  as  well  as  in  sickness. 

They  are  the  advisers  on  health  matters  of  all  members  of  the  family  in  their 
own  homes  and  in  the  clinics.  While  most  of  their  work  is  in  connection 
with  child  health,  they  visit  also  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  aged 
sick,  and  those  recently  discharged  from  hospital  who  may  need  further 
assistance  from  the  Divisional  services,  such  as  home  help,  to  assist  in  their 
recovery. 

The  value  of  their  work  is  shown  in  the  high  vaccination  and  immunisation 
rates,  and  in  the  good  standard  of  health  of  our  young  children. 

IIQI-.ZE  NURSING- 

There  are  three  home  nurses  in  Sale  and  one  in  Lymm  whose  services  are 
available  at  the  request  of  general  practitioners.  They  come  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  but  the  care  of  County 
owned  houses  occupied  by  them,  and  the  maintenance  of  County  owned  transport 
provided  for  them  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Division.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

Under  this  heading  is  considered  the  provision  of  vaccination  against 
smallpox  and  inoculations  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus  or 
lockjaw.  These  services  are  provided  free  of  charge,  either  through  the  patient's 
own  doctor  or  at  clinics  held  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Despite  the  fact  that  smallpox,  thanks  to  vaccination,  is  almost  unknown 
in  this  country,  people  still  have  a  very  considerable  fear  of  it  and  most 
parents  see  that  their  children  are  protected  against  it  in  early  infancy. 
Diphtheria  has  been  virtually  stamped  out  as  a  result  of  the  inoculation 
programme  of  the  past  twelve  years  and  we  are  in  serious  danger  that  parents 
may  forget  how  serious  it  would  be  if  this  disease  ever  appeared  in  epidemic 
form  again.  It  is  most  essential  that  every  child  should  be  protected  during 
its  first  year  of  life  and  again  on  entering  school  if  we  are  to  ensure  that 
diphtheria  is  to  remain  a  rare  disease. 
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The  protection  against  whooping  cough,  while  not  so  absolute  as  t  .a. 
against  diphtheria,  does  ensure  a  considerable  increase  in  a  child  s  resistance 
to  the  disease,  and  should  be  given  when  the  infant  is  about  six  months  o  , 
as  it  is  in  the  first  year  of  life  that  this  disease  is  most  dangerous. 

During  the  year  a  combined  vaccine  has  become  available  which  not  only 
protects  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  but  at  the  same  time  gives 
protection  against  tetanus  or  lockjaw.  This  disease  is  fortunately  gamely 
rare  but  when  it  does  cccur  is  very  often  fatal.  Its  onset  usually  follows 
cuts  which  are  contaminated  with  soil  or  road  dirt,  and  are  often  of  themselves 
apparently  fairly  trivial  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  parents  shoul 
take  advantage  of  this  new  combined  vaccine  when  having  their  childrc 
inoculated  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  in  early  infancy.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

During  the  year  discussion  took  place  between  members  of  the  County  Health 
Committee,  and  those  of  the  Divisional  Committee  and  of  tne  Altrind  am 
Divisional  Committee,  as  a  result  of  which  it  has  been  agreed  _ 
amalgamation  of  the  ambulance  services  of  the  two  divisions  should  t  P 
whenSa  new  joint  station  can  be  built.  In  the  meantime,  c^isidera 
co- one rat ion  has  taken  place  between  the  two  Divisional  Services,  Altrincham 
ambulances  dealing  with  cases  in  Lymm,  and  Sale  &  Lymm  ambulances  dealing  \n. 
calls  in  Carrington  and  Partington. 

The  mileage  covered  by  the  Divisional  vehicles  has  risen  still  father 
during  the  past  year,  to  82,338  as  compared  with  76,927  last  year  and  the 
totalSmileage  in  the  transport  of  cases  arising  in  the  Division  rose  from 

81,235  to  85,035. 

Once  again  the  mileage  involved  in  transporting  Lymm  cases  has  fallen 
and  this  year  was  12,111  as  compared  with  14,139  last  year  and  16,192  xn 
the  peak  year  of  1952.

PREVENTION  OP  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

The  greatest  extension  of  the  services  provided  under  this  heading  consists 
of  the  provision  of  vaccination  of  children  approaching  school  leaving  age  with 
B.  C.  G.  vaccine  which  increases  the  resistance  to  tuberculosis.  This  scheme  came 
into  effect  in  the  autumn  school  term,  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  only  one 
school  had  been  dealt  with  so  that  all  the  administrative  and  clinical  problems 
could  be  studied  before  the  scheme  was  put  into  full  effect.  The  vaccine  for 
this  scheme  is  flown  over  from  Denmark  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  must  be  used  within  two  or  three  days  of  arrival.  Since  it  must 
be  ordered  at  least  a  month  in  advance,  all  arrangements  for  each  school  must 
be  completed  well  ahead  of  the  time  at  which  the  vaccination  is  to  be  carried 
out.  The  extra  administrative  and  clinical  work  necessary  to  carry  out  this 
scheme  has  involved  the  engagement  of  an  extra  clerical  assistant  in  the  office,  . 
and  rearrange:,  ent  of  other  duties. 

In  addition  to  this  scheme  the  arrangements  for  the  vaccination  of  contacts 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis  with  B.  C.  G,  vaccine  has  been  continued  32  having  received 
such  treatment.

DOMESTIC  HELPS 

The  domestic  help  service,  providing  assistance  particularly  when  the 
mother  is  ill,  or  during  confinements,  has  given  much  help  during  the  year.  Many 
of  these  cases  have  had  part  time  assistance,  and  this  is  especially  the  case 
with  elderly  people  who  cannot  quite  manage  all  their  housework  although  able 
to  look  after  themselves  in  large  measure. 

It  is  not  easy  to  get  suitable  persons  for  staffing  this  service,  and  from 
time  to  time  it  has  not  been  possible  to  provide  all  the  assistance  required, 
but  generally  speaking  all  urgent  requests  have  been  met. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  advise  mothers  of  young 
children,  expectant  mothers,  and  others  h ow  to  prevent  illness  and  promote 
good  health.  This  should  be  the  main  purpose  of  every  member  of  the  staff  of 
a  local  health  authority.  The  personal  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  others 
has  been  reinforced  by  visual  aids  such  as  posters  and  exhibition  materials, 
and  the  use  of  slides  as  illustrations  of  talks. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  also  attended  meetings  so  as  to  keep  up  to  date 
with  advances  in  methods  of  disseminating  Health  Education  among  the  public.
